George Harrison, of Rochester, had 
his engine under a lull head of steam 
and was making all the time possible 
when suddenly he saw ahead of him 
the rear lights of a freight train. He 
reversed his engine and applied the 
brakes, while the fireman jumped, but 
it was too late to avoid a collision, 
and the passenger engine crashed into 
the rear end of the freight, complete- 
ly demolishing half a dozen or more 
cars. 


Harrison, who is 48 years old, was 


seriously injured. He suffered a com- 
pound fracture of the right arm and 
' internal injuries. 
A hurry call was 


sent,to this city for assistance. Dr. 
Win. H. Marcy, a member* of the rail- 
road Y. M. C. A. hospital staff was 
taken out to the scene of the accident 
on an engine. He found a large num- 
ber of women, who were hysterical. 
All the passengers were badly shaken 
up, and much excitement -prevailed. 
One woman was seriously injured and 
was sent into" the city OIL an engine. 
She .was taken to the homeopathic 
Hospital TiT^an unconscious'1 condition. 
Twenty passengers were badly shaken 
up but none fatally, injured.

OP RIVER WILL BE EXPENSIVE 


TO FINDLAY. 


Problem That May Cause Abandon- 


ment of Water Works—Oil Refuse 


Poisons the Water. 


Fndlay, Oct. 30.—Findlay is now 


faced with one of the most trying 
problems in her municipal history, and 
the complete abandonment of a $350,- 


000 system of public water works may 
be necessitated. 
The city reservoir, 


really one .of the indentations of the 
Blanchard river, scooped out and con- 
siderably enlarged, and separating the 
two is a long bridge with the filters 
underneath. 


For miles "up the river the derricks 


of a new oil field stretch on both sides 
of the stream, and into the latter arc 
constantly 
being empties an inex- 


haustible supply of salt water, mingled 
with nitro-glycerine acid and oily sed- 
ment, representing the refuse that is 
jeing pumped from the countless num- 
ber of wells in the producing terri- 
;ory. 


This fluid enters into solution with 


the river water and even when passing 
through the filters loses none of its 
poisonous properties, deadly to vege- 
table and animal life. When the sup- 
^osed pure water emerges from the 
city mains il blights everything with 
which it comes in contact, and in the 
last month 
has 
been the cause of 


bringing thousands of dollars dam- 
ages to manufactories and to private 
consumers. 


Unless a remedy can be found be- 


'ore next summer, there will not oe 
a green lawn in the entire city, to 
say nothing of the other even woise 
phases of the situation.

ences that governed him in tuimng 
back after his squadron had ai rived 
in ths vicinity of the latter pert. The 
judge advocate in conducting the 
cross-examination used a 
carefully 


prepared typewritten list of questions 
They called for comparison of state- 
ments Admiral Schley has made either 
in his direct testimony, in his com- 
munication to the senate or in his dis 
patches to Admiral Sampson or the 
navy depaitinent, with the testimony 
of witnesses who have preceded him 
and the legs and signal books of the 
other vessels 'of the fleet. The ques- 
tions were 'Act 'asked in Chronological 
order, but jumped from one subject to 
another 'and one' stage of the cani- 
pafga to a'nbthfcr. 


Throughout the strain to which the 


witness naturally' was'subjected while 
under examifaatiok.'the admiral retain- 
ed his customary composure. Only 
once or "twice did he display impa- 
tience or -weariness. At one point, 
when asked a question, he replied that 
he had been asked the s~ame question 
before, at the same time telling what 
his reply had been then. On another 
occasion, when he was being search- 
ingly interrogated as to his distances 
from shore at Cienfuegos, as to wheth- 
er the distances were a matter of rec- 
ord, he responded rather tartly: "Oh, 
no. I did not know they ever would 
become a matter of such great impor- 
tance, or I Should have plotted them 
and made a memorandum, as I should 
of many ether things." 


The main points to which the CIOES- 


examination was directed were the 
ability of ths ships to coal off Cienfne- 
gos and the reasons for what is known 
as the "retrograde movement."' The 
latter point was dwelt upon with much 
emphasis and detail. The admiral 
gave three reasons for turning back; 
first, the statement of Captain Sigs- 
bee, who commanded the scout ship 
St. Paul, that the enemy was not in 
Santiago'; 'seconaj-the-oirtiiitfn' of -Pta- 
nez, the pilot, that the entrance was 
too narrow and shallow for the Span- 
ish ships to enter, and third, the am- 
biguity of the message sent him by 
the navy 
department as to the 


presence of the Spanish fleet in San- 
tiago harbor. 
In the course 'of the 


cross-examination the admiral said he 
regarded the department's dispatch 
rather as a suggestion-than as an ex- 
plicit order, a suggestion which he 
carried out after the sea had abated 
and the coal supply of tie ships had 
been1 replenished.

than it would injure English trade.
